ing the Redin trial a resort to “for- 
gery, provocation and perjury, a 
Pravda writer indulges in such 
crude and undisciplined invective as 
“Black deed of the American Secret 
Police,” “conspiracy of police and 
bandits,” “filthy conspiracy,” and 
similar terms which become amus- 
ing and self-defeating through their 
ungoverned fury anl complete dis- 
regard of fact. Heaven only knows 
what Pravda would have charged if 
Redin had been guilty and we had 
found him so. We can only hope 
that in spite of the opera bouffe 
fulminations of The Kremlin, those 
great and solid masses which form 
the sentiment and, in the end, the 
destiny, of all great nations may 
unite Russian and American people 
in an understanding, sympathetic 
tolerance of each other’s variant 
but not inadjustable ideologies. Once 
this is accomplished, even insome 
small part, their united progress to- 
ward a lasting peace will have be- 
gun. It is possible that Redin’s case 
may yet prove an entering wedge.

Menlo Park is entering upon the 
second summer of the 10-year street 
repair program initiated by the City 
Council. Partridge, Creek Drive and 
San Mateo Drive (between Santa 
Cruz and Valparaiso) have just been |. 
resurfaced and extensive further 
work is laid out. To carry out the 
program a roller and a grader were 
purchased last Fall to add to the 
existing two trucks and an oiler. 
A sweeper will be acquired when an 
available one is located. The equip- 
ment is presently kept in inadequate 
rented quarters; much of it must 
stand out in the weather. The city 
must obtain satisfactory housing for 
these machines. 


On the slice of land at Dibble 
General Hospital which the City 
Council wishes to acquire for a civic 
center, there is a building ideal for 
the use of the street and park de- 
partment. One half of the building 
consists of five garages, each with a 
width of twelve feet and a depth of 
thirty feet. Clearance is about eight 
and a half feet. All of the street 
eauripment would be accommodated 
with space to spare in these garages.

The balance of the building meas- 
ures 30x60. At one side of the en- 
trance is an office which can be 
used by the building inspector and 
the street and park superintendent. 
There are no partitions in the rest 
of the space, which can be used for 
storage of hand tools, parts, etc. 
Outside is a very large surfaced ar-~ 
ea which can be used for stockpiles 
of materials and sundryitems. Thus, 
we have here an ideal corporation 
yard, one made to order for the city.

Roberts & Moore are the builders 
and the architect is O. A. Deich- 
mann. The new theatre, which is 
designed on modernistic lines, will 
be the last word in beauty, comfort 
and safety. When finished, it will 
have cost approximately $150,000, 
$10,000 of which was spent on the 
marquee alone. There will be 800 
seats, so arranged, that each patron 
will have an unobstructed view of 
the screen. 


There will also be a lodge section 
with two hundred comfortable seats, 
The building is of re-enforced 
concrete and steel; afr-conditioned 


and insulated throughout, insuring 
warmth in winter and freedom 
from heat in summer. It will also 
be mouse and rat proof. 

The furnace room is separated 
from the main building, which les- 
sens fire hazzard and exit doors are 
so placed as to facilitate emptying 
the theatre quickly, in any emer- 
gency. 


The roof construction is a radical 
change from the usual, being semi- 
circular and along the side walls 
masonary buttresses have been 
built. 


The interior will be lighted with 
indirect amber neon lights. 

The projection room, one of the 
finest on the peninsula will have 
installed, the latest in modern e- 
quipment and the only film shoot 
in northern California. 

A San Francisco artist, who has 
decorated several of that city’s fin- 
est theatres is now working on de- 
signs for the decoration of the walls 
and ceiling of the ‘Park.” 

The foyer will extend across the 
front of the theatre. It will be 
lighted with softly colored lights 
and the carpets will be rich, deep 
pile, both in the foyer and side- 
aisles.

News came over the radio this 
week of the death at 76, of Ray 
Stannard Baker. There were prob- 
ably a few persons in the United 
States, who remembered him as 
the author of a biography, the “Life 


of Woodrow Wilson.” (and a duller | 


book, I never read.) But there 
must have been literally thousands 
of people all over the world, who 
will also remember him as the “Da- 
vid Grayson,” who wrote a number 
of delightful books—‘A‘dventures in 
Contentment,” 
Friendship,” “The 
Year” and others. 
Baker’s story was an unusual and 
a strange one. From early man- 
hood until his early forties, he was 


a city dweller, caught in the vortex! 


of politics. He spent years of pains- 
taking research on the Wilson biog- 
raphy and ended with a book that 
was read by very few, (as readers 
go,) and that soon sank into the 
limbo of second-hand book store 
material. 

His health cracked and he suf- 
fered a terrific nervous break-down. 
It was either get out of big cities 
or die—so Baker bought a farm in 
Connecticut, where in complete 
quiet, a year of rest restored his 
shattered health. 

A natural born scribber, Baker 
wrote, a book about his farm and his 
nighbors, more to occupy himself 
than for any thought of sales—Sev- 
eral persons who read the manu- 
script, urged him to publish it and 
he rather reluctantly did so, signing 
the pseudonym, “David Grayson” 
and it is by this name that he will 
be remembered. The books went 
into numerous editions and were 
sold by the thousands. 

As his strength returned, Baker 
began to really work on his farm 
and the time came when he was
